On November 29,2001, the City Council approved an ordinance amending Section 25-1-46 of the City
Code relating to the Land Use Commission. This ordinance provides that the Planning Commission acts
as the Land Use Commission for property wholly or partly within the (1) boundaries of an adopted
neighborhood plan, (2) a proposed neighborhood plan on the effective date of a Council resolution or
ordinance that directs the commission to consider the proposed plan; or (3) the former Robert Mueller
airport (see attached ordinance).

The purpose of this resolution is to direct the Planning Commission to act as the Land Use Commission to
consider neighborhood plans and the related land development applications for the following areas noted
below. The effective date of this resolution is set out below for each neighborhood planning area. (See
attached map for planning area boundaries).

AN ORDINANCE AMENDING SECTION 25-1-46 OF THE CITY CODE
RELATING TO THE LAND USE COMMISSION; AND VALIDATING
CERTAIN ACTIONS OF THE PLANNING COMMISSION.

JBE IT ORDAINED BY THE CITY COUNCIL OK THE CITY OF AUST5N:

.PART 1- Section 25-3-46 of the City Code is amended to read as follows:

§ 25-1-46 LAND USE COMMISSION.

(A) The Planning Commission or the Zonicg and Flatting Commission may act as
the land use commission, as prescribed by this section.

A determination of which commission shall act as the land use_c.omnrisston to
consider a particular application ia made on the dme that the application is
filed. After the determination is made, the designated commission continues
to act as the land use commission until the application's .approved or denied.

fl Except as otherwise provided in this sec:ion. the /.oning ;md Planing
Commission shall act as the land use commission.

{(G) For property that ID wholly or portly within tho boundaries of a neighborhood
plan then tho Coimci t-hsm odopiud-ns a component of the comprehensivu pian,
tho PI mining Commission ufaoll aut ao tho land iico commission.]

Code for this
